The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a portable camera controller and its method, among other 
features, comprising: a flash memory having an infrared command library with at least 
one command associated with a remotely controllable imaging device; a processor 
receiving the infrared command library and directing the command library to an infrared 
encoder; an infrared emitter connected to the encoder for transmitting the command 
library, wherein receipt of the infrared command associated with the remotely 
controllable imaging device by the imaging device interferes with the recording of a 
visual image by the remotely controllable imaging device. The prior art of record also 
fails to teach a method for thwarting the recording of a visual image using a portable 
camera controller comprising: generating a timing pulse; in response to the pulse. 
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retrieving an infrared command library, wherein the command library having an infrared 
command associated with a remotely controllable imaging device; transmitting the 
command library from the emitter, wherein receipt of the infrared command associated 
with the imaging device by the imaging device interferes with the recording of the visual 
image by the imaging device.
